Bo it ciuu-tcil by llm ^Inyor and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Yit;toiia na follows: 

1. The City shall be divided into three Wards, namely, tho .John- 
son Street Ward, tho Yates Street Wai'd, and the James Bay Ward. 

(u) The Johnson Street Ward Khali include all that tract of land ly- 
ing between the jSIortliern Boundary Lino of the Corporation and 
a line running,'- along the centre of Johnson 8trcet from the Ferry 
oa.stovly, and a Htraight continuation of such line to tlic Eastern 
boundary line of the Corporation, distiict section No. 74, and 
thence in a straight line to the City boundary stone, on the Oad- 
boro Bay Road at Mitchell's Nui-sei*}'. 

(b) The Yiitcs Street Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
betweoii the southern boundary lino of the Johnson Street AVard 
and a Hue oomiuencing at tho western ox trcinity of Foft street, and 
riiiniiiig ilicnce castwardlj' aloug tho centre of Fort Ktroet and tlio 
Cadboro Bay road to the City boundary stone at Mitchell's iNurseiy. 

(c) The James Bay AVard shall include all that tracb of land lying 
between the southern boundaiy line of the Tateg Street AYaid on 
the Olio side, and tho fiouthern boundary line of tiie Corporation on 
tlif (itlior .sitlo. 

2. -Vt the ]ie.\t olc<?tion of Councillors and thenceforth there shall 
l30 two Mniiicipiil Coiiucillor.4 in Johnson Street Ward; tlive^i iu 
Yitlc's Street "W'aiii; and two in James Bay Ward; elected in man- 
ner provided by law. 

3. This Bylaw uip.y be cited for all purpo.scs as *'The Municipal 
Elections Regulations Bylaw, 1873."

Malfeasaifoe in Office. 

When he effetiecl a, fraadulenfc entryinto 
tho public theatre, tlio Cliiof Commission- 
er evoked an amoant of ignoinnitj 
Btiaugely tlisproportionedfco thosix"bit»" 
that very exta;aordlnary act was Intended 
to aaTo; and it must be confessed tbnt, 
hadihe COQse(j'aenccs of tlio pi-oceodiiig 
Mf*©iton"ded beyond the individual, one 
might almost''' conclude tko offonco to 
h^ebeen expiated, as it wore, tliiough 
personal poiianco. But uiifovtiuiately 
one cannot altogether disasaociato tlio 
mars from tho Minister; and thns an of- 
fence against society was committed 
which no amount of personal ignoaiiiiy 
can fully expiate. It ■would, however, bu 
a fortunate oircumstanco -wore tho Com- 
miasioner's sinning confined to a class of 
acta the penal oonseqaenoes of which, af- 
ter all, are to a great extent personal to 
himself. A few days ago 'we published a 
letter embodying a statemeni of facts con- 
nected 'with the letting of n contract, and 
■which the local organ refused, as i.s ils 
invariable custom in siioli cnsps, iidiiiis- 
Bion into its eolnmna. The facts thcroiii 
narrated ■will still ho fresh in tlio pub- 
lic mind ; and wo vontnro to think thai 
they must have given riso to tho most 
painful reflection, the most serious a])i)re- 
beusions in tho mind of cvorv tliiiiliinp; 
person. Hero is a Minister of tho Crown 
to -whom has foolishly been ontrustod the 
administration of by far the most imjior- 
tant Department, 'wlio has tho ospending 
of several hundred thousand dollars ;i 
year, who, to quote tho words of tho pub- 
liiihed letter, "has been gnillj of most 
dishonorable and dishonest ijractieo in 
awarding a contract.and prevaricating and 
telling a deliberate untruth!" No man 
yiho has read Mr. Baker's statement can 
avoid the conviction that the oireum- 
stances are more than suspicious. Nor is 
there left even the poor consolation that 
this is a solitary instance of malfeasaiieo. 
Unfortunately, it is rather to be regarded 
as a specimen of how things aio done ut 
the Land Ollice. Sheaves of instances 
proving utter incompetency, if not some- 
thing very much -worse ■will, donbtles at 
tho proper time, and in a fitting form, be 
dragged into tho day-light, a hideous 
•pectaolefor the People to look on. In- 
formation flowing in upon \is from ovoiy 
quarter leaves no room whatever to doubt 
that the Lands and Works Department is 
being administered in a most shocking 
manner, and to tho groat injury of the 
country. 

False Basis- 



Becent proceedings in oar inferior 
courts cannot well have failed to impress 
most persons -with tho iuadnptation of tho 
basis of tho -wholesale and retail licence 
tax to the present -wants and condition of 
this community. Unlike our local con- 
temporary, wo regard the ruling of Judge 
Elliot as making the best of a bad job — 
approaching as iio.ar ns well could bo to 
a true line where no true lino exists, if 
one may so express it. To divide the 
dealers in this country into two clauses, 
one of whioh shall ho -wholesale and the 
other retail,- is .lioti practicable. Proba- 
bly there are few retail dealers who do 
not occasionally transact a little whole- 
sale business; and it is to be apprehended 
that there aro few wholesale dealers 
above doing an occasional ntroke of retail 
business. To arbitrarily classifying them 
as either -wholesale r.^tail, and making 
them pay one hundred dollars, as the 
case may be, is, therefore, not jubt either 
to the trader or to tho Municipal Exche- 
quer. It occurs to us that a nnich fairer 
and more practicable basis might be round, 
one which, unlike the present, w(ju!il 
present no difliciiltiea calculated to crack 
the brain ofjnri.ts. Suppose, for instniioo, 
some such principle as this were adop- 
ted: — A business amounting to one hun- 
dred thousand dollars or upwards aj'car, 
to pay an annual fax of, Bay, one hun- 
dred dollars, the proHoiit wholosalo tux, 
and so f^raduatiii!,' down ward.-f until thii 
small dealer is Uiot with a tiix of i'lve dol- 
lars. In this way tho tax would be iniulo 
to approxiniato the amount of basiuoss 
done, and, therefore, it would bo pre- 
sumably proportionodto each man's ca- 
pacity to p.i.v. Nor need tho revenue 
Buffer; for. if need be, tho scale couldoasi- 
ly bo adjusted so as lo producr; (he same 
arao\iut of revenue as tliop ronoiit ijlan.or, 
for the matter of that, inoro, ajid witli 
far less hardship to t!io(;'re:it bull; of (liii 
dealers. It \70uld nia]i« tho taKeqiiitable. 
what it certainly is not now. It may 
possibly bo objected that tlie plan .nigfifes- 
tod would partako, tio much ofau ii^iuif-- 
torial ciiaractor, and would, tliorcforc, bo 
obnoxious. IJut it appears to uh that 
there ■^\'Ould bo nothing unduly iii([uis- 
torial in requiring ea(!h dealer to till up a 
blank form and sign a solemn declaration 
settingforth whether his business oaiuo 
under the olftBS ranging from one hun- 
dred thousand d<3l)ars and upwards, or 
from fifty tlionwiud doUai's and upwards, 
or lower, as the case iiiiglit. bo. W'u be- 
lieve Konio such basis ns that wliich m'o 
have very iuiiiorfoctly indicated would be 
found to meet the views and just demands 
of the trade, -^rhilft it Avould be found to 
bo no detriment to tho Municipal rovenno.

Murder in Xioudon- 



An ati'ooious murder seems to 

liave Ijcon perpetrated on or near th 
Thames, the liooy hacked to jneco.s, 
and the 'disjecta inciubni,' strewn about 
tlio river. 

A Thames policeman on Friday fort- 
night morning found iu tho mud off 
tho Battersea water- works the left 
(piarter of a wonian's trunk. The 
iliscovory was iiiuiiediatclj made 
known, and tlie inulilated ])art taken 
to the C.'la[)li!iiu and \\'ands\vortli 
lluioii work-house, where Dr. Keiii]i- 
ster, the divisional surgeon, saw it, 
and pronounced it to be the jiortion 
of n body which liad not lioeu in the 
water more than twelve lunirs. The 
police at once coiinnenced a minute 
search of the river but tho next dis- 
covery wa.s inado by a policeman in 
tlie employ of tlie Hoiitli-Westoru 
Haihviiy Company, who, without 
Iciiowing of the previous diKenvevy^ 
found the right side of the triinlc off 
Bruu-swick Wharf , near tli^ Nine Elms 
Station. Tliis part corresponded with 
the first part found, and the headless 
trunk, it was a2)parent,had been sever- 
ed with a very sharj) knife, and a saw 
liad also been used. Soon after a 
portion of tho lung.s was found by In- 
spector Marley, of the Thames Police, 
under an arch of the old Batter- 
sea bridge, and the other part 
near tho Battersea railway' pier. 
The search was now continued 
for the other ]iarts of tlje body, and ou 
Saturday tho face, with tlie scalp of a 
woman attached, wu« found off' Lime- 
house. It was evident at a glance, 
that the murderer or murderers had 
taken revolting precautions to prevent 
idontilication, fortlio nose was cut from 
the face, but still hung attached to the 
ujipcr lip. There was the mark of a 
bruise on the riglit temple, evidently 
caused by a blunt instrument, and 
this blow, it is thought, was the cause 
of death. 

It will l.>c observed that several por- 
tions bf the body wen; fouml in the 
ueigliborliood of Battersea, below 
where the ^^'arllle empties itself into 
the Tliaincy, and at a part where largo 
trading barges come; while another 
part was found at IjiinehouKe, near 
wlioi^e the barges enh-r the 'Thames. 
This fact has not eseapod the iioli(;e of 
tlio jiolice, and tho first suspicion was 
that the woman Jiad met her death at 
tho hands of people connected with tho 
barge trade, n matter which has yet to 
bo ascertained. It is the opinion of the 
medical men who liavn seen the re- 
mains that they do not belong to a 
"subject" used for dissecting purposes, 
but that they belong to a woman who 
met a violent death. 



Scotch Schools. 

Tlie Pidl Mdl dinfUi; says: An example 
of what a:-,ehool-ri)oiii (Uightto be is give'li 
by Mr. , tolly, inspector of Schools, iu his 
general report ou Church of Scotland 
schools for last year: "The room itself," 
Ik; says, "is scrupulously clean, being re- 
guluriy waslu;il and swept, and no dirt 
lurlis in the; corners. Tho seats and fur- 
niture are bright and clean, the walls 
whitewashed, and the windows clean as 
glass can be. Tlu; suiishine makes itself 
known by its brightness and r(;llection, 
and not str(;aiiiiiig wilh dilliculty 
tlifough u dusty fog. Tho walls aro hung 
with maps, colored pictures, good prints, 
and illuminated sayings of tho good and 
great, tii;-.tefully arranged. Festoons of 
lea . 'OS mingled with flowers hang grace- 
fully on the wall.nudare regularly rcuow- 
i;d all tlie year round. The desks are free 
fnnn littered books and bounots. Th(3 books 
are placed ou shelves below, and such as 
are on the dosksaro evenly arranged above 
each other. Every child has his own 
[lart of the shelf for bool;s, and hip own 
nail for bonnet and cloak. J'lowers grow- 
ing in pots stand iu each window — a bou- 
((ii(;t adorns the leach(;rs desk, the gift of 
a scholar in tlienioriiiug, and another iu 
on the mautlepioco; for the children vie 
with each other, in bringing^ them, «nd the 
room is never without their fresh sweot 
influence. The children tliemselvos aro 
(;lean in hiouls, faces, and dress, their air 
is neatly combed, and their show ''the 
morning i)olish. Every child reflects tho 
tidy and clioorful look of the inastor. 
The forms of the classes when soatod or 
standing on tlie lloor^ havo regularity and 
symmetry. No boy is seen lounging ou 
the desk oi' lazily leaning on his noigli- 
iior's sli.mlder (U- laid witli shot-out foot 
against a desk or wall. Tho attitudes of 
the children are erect and active, and havo 
not a littlo grace. Even tho books au'l 
slates are hold with neatness and grace." 
Not one point in the above picture is from 
fancy. Mr. Jolly "has seen it all." Why, 
hn asks, should it not bo true in every 
case ?

ABacLcwood's Murder. 

BAimiE, (Canada), Sept. 30. 
Before Justice (J alt, John Lyon and 
hi.s son Creorge Sidney Lyon, formerly 
of Princevillo, in tho County of Grey, 
hunters, were this day convicted of the 
murder of Erancis Eishor, trader, from 
Syracuse, New York State. The mur- 
der was committed last February at 
Coniarteaii Lake, in the Parry Sound 
district. Tho deceased had a large 
aniouut of money about him — some 
Canadian and some Ameri(;aii (;iirroncy. 
Wlien the prisoners were arrested a 
large amount, of the money was found 
on their persons. Dr .White, of Parry 
Sound, is tho coroncrwho ferreted out 
this mysterious affair. The skull of the 
deceased was i)roduccd in court, and 
its fractured a])[)earanco was strong 
evidence against tho prisoners. It is 
evident from the testimony given that 
the murder was committed for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the deceased's iTuiney, 
Tiie trial lasted two days, and tho jury, 
in about an hour, returned a v(;rdict 
of guilty. The prisoners were sen- 
tenced to be hanged on the Kith of De- 
cember next.E. B. Wood, Q, 0., prose- 
cuted on behalf of the Crown. D'Arcy 
Boulton, Q. C, and William Lount, 
Esqs., dcfouded tho prisoners.
